Ho lengtheaing of the docks tod occurred elacs World War. II eave upon the flret re- 
fitting of the M&ESIM (JQHKIT; at that time it was thought aeoeseary to lengthen the 
longest dock by sight meters,^ The extension, however, proved not to be needed. 
Special beds were built for each ship. The only tines when the docks were unoccu- 
pied coihcided with the construction of these beds. The floating dock for lepax^v. 
harbor was constructed in 1950, 25X1 

The crews of the various ships would maneuver their vessels to the dock's entrance, 
after which yard porsonael, with the help of tugs, would take over. Their work was 
I 1 quick and skillful. While their ship was in dry dock, the crew and of- 

ficers would remain aboard and occupy themselves for the moot part with political 
instruction, although some drills were performed during the perlo.d. An armed sentry 
was, posted outside each dock, and one also took Itatlon on board each ship occupying
